We started out st about 9 in the morning on Seturdey January PO, 1990, straight 
north, and trying to get there the sooner the better we took the Shortest route, Till Ville 
Mella, only 12 kms away, now just e Santo Domingo suburb, we rode on a smooth concr8te 
highway. Tnen to la Victoris, 21 kms, not the seme but still e good highwey. This small 
town 1s known mostly in our country due to the plece where the National Jail is situated,
